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THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1972 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  1972. 

The  state  of  the  health  of  the  population  remained  static  during 
the  period  under  review  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained  from  the  statistics 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General.  As  noted  on  previous  occasions,  the 
numbers  of  people  shown  to  be  dying  from  various  causes  is  only  the 
tip  of  the  iceberg  which  is  demonstrative  of  the  mass  of  suffering  which 
lies  hidden  beneath  from  similar  causes.  As  we  all  now  know,  health 
education  has  had  little  impact  on  the  smoking  habits  of  the  population 
and  one  can  only  hope  that  Jimmy  Saville  has  had  more  success  on  the  seat 
belt  habit.  Much  ill  health  and  suffering  is  caused  by  the  ageing  process 
to  which  we  are  all  subject.  Rheumatism,  heart  disease,  paralysis  and 
mental  disorders  of  many  kinds  are  all  very  common  and  truth  to  tell  we 
are  sadly  ignorant  of  much  of  their  cause  and  prevention.  There  is  some 
evidence  that  much  disability  could  be  guarded  against  by  some  common 
sense  changes  in  our  living  habits;  but  these  are  apparently  generally 
unacceptable.  Established  habits  are  considered  by  most  people  as  a  form 
of  Russian  Roulette  in  which  the  odds  of  losing  appear  to  be  acceptable. 

The  problem  assumes  a  different  aspect  when  a  custom  has  an  adverse 
effect  on  others  as  well.  Smoking  in  a  confined  space  occupied  by  others 
is  a  simple  and  very  common  example.  This  is  usually  a  conscious  and 
premeditated  act  and  is  accepted  without  much  censure  by  the  victims® 
Conversely,  many  harmful  actions  are  neither  conscious  nor  premeditated, 
or  alternatively  there  is  ignorance  of  the  harmful  effect.  I  believe 
that  one  of  the  most  important  decisions  that  comes  into  the  latter 
category  and  affects  infectious  disease  control  of  young  infants  is  the 
present  fashion  of  artificial  feeding  and  the  serious  neglect  of  the  value 
of  breast  milk.  It  is  becoming  more  and  more  uncommon  to  find  young 
mothers  who  are  able  to  successfully  breast  feed  their  babies  for  more  than 
a  few  weeks.  It  is  probably  safe  to  say  that  the  majority  don't  even  try 
it  at  all® 

The  formulation  of  milk  of  different  species  of  animals  is  the  only 
ideal  for  that  particular  animal  and  varies  quite  substantially,  but  apart 
from  having  the  right  proportions  of  salts  and  proteins  etc.,  there  are 
substances  in  human  milk  which  protect  the  baby  against  infection  until 
it  is  big  and  strong  enough  to  provide  sufficient  quantities  for  itselfo 
It  is  possibly  for  this  reason  that  cot  deaths  are  less  common  in  breast 
fed  infants,  as  many  believe  that  this  is  due  to  an  overwhelming  virus 
infection  that  can  kill  in  a  few  hours.  In  addition,  breast  feeding  is 
simpler  and  more  hygienic  so  the  infant  is  not  so  vulnerable  to  bowel 
infections  which  cause  vomiting  and  diarrhoea.  Overweight  babies  often 
produce  overweight  children  and  adults  which  is  also  a  health  hazard  far 
less  frequent  in  the  breast  fed® 


Education,  if  it  has  any  value,  should  teach  young  people  how  to 
lead  healthier  and  happier  lives.  This  should  also  involve  how  they 
in  turn  should  manage  their  own  children  to  this  end,  especially  in 
the  period  before  professional  teaching  at  school  age  -  a  period  of 
the  most  important  development.  My  enquiries  have  generally  revealed 
great  ignorance  on  these  matters  amongst  young  and  old  alike. 

Many  enquiries  axe  received  by  the  Health  Department  about  the 
health  hazards  of  obnoxious  smells.  Most  often  these  are  just  the 
normal  ones  that  must  be  expected  in  the  country  from  animal  husbandry. 

These,  however,  may  be  excessive  from  bad  management  and  a  recent 
national  newspaper  reported  an  enormous  fine  imposed  on  a  farmer  because 
the  smell  from  his  pigs  was  excessive  due  to  this  cause  and  was  a  severe 
nuisance  to  those  living  in  the  vicinity. 

We  also  often  receive  enquiries  about  the  hazard  to  health  from 
air  pollution  from  stubble  burning.  This  is  undoubtedly  ax  infringement 
on  the  Glean  Air  Act,  but  it  only  occurs  for  a  brief  period  once  a  year 
and  has  many  advantages  for  the  farmer.  To  plough  the  straw  back  into 
the  land  it  would  first  have  to  be  chopped  into  small  pieces,  which 
would  be  expensive  in  machinery  and  labour.  Burning  destroys  certain 
plant  diseases  in  the  stubble.  Burning  kills  a  lot  of  weed  seed,  particularly 
wild  oats.  Planting  by  drilling  in  the  future  can  only  be  done  if  stubble 
is  burned  completely.  All  in  all,  burning  seems  a  benefit  which  fair 
outweights  any  nuisance  it  may  cause. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  plans  for  re-organising  Local 
Government  are  going  ahead.  No  Rural  or  Urban  District  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  can  be  sure  what  his  relationship  to  the  new  larger  administration 
will  be,  although  for  my  part  it  will  be  contained  within  the  same 
geographical  area  with  which  I  have  been  associated.  I  can  only  hope 
that  the  close  attachment  and  affection  that  I  have  felt  for  each  of  the 
five  districts  of  the  present  Area  when  they  join  to  become  South 
Norfolk,  will  be  allowed  to  continue.  As  this  has  been  largely  due  to  the 
happy  relationship  I  have  enjoyed  with  individual  members  and  officers  of 
each  Council,  particularly  its  Public  Health  Inspectors,  I  would  like  in 
conclusion  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  of  their  co-operation  and 
kindness  at  all  times.

During  the  year  under  review  two  families,  comprising  six  persons,  were 
displaced  from  unfit  houses  and  one  of  these  families  was  rehoused  by  the 
Council.

The  progress  in  dealing  with  sub-standard  houses  was  disappointing. 
During  the  year  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  6  houses  and  2  families  were 
rehoused.  This  slow  rate  of  progress  is  due  to  suitable  accommodation  not 
being  available  to  rehouse  people  from  slum  cleanance  property. 

During  1971  it  was  resolved  not  to  re-let  houses  in  Rattle  Row, 

Pople  Street  as  they  became  vacant.  This  is  sub-standard  property  owned 
by  the  Council  and  being  used  as  temporary  accommodation.  At  the  end  of  1972 
4  houses  have  been  vacated  leaving  8  houses  still  occupied. 


New  Housing  Progress 

During  the  year  159  dwellings  were  completed,  2 6  by  the  Council  and  153 
by  Private  Enterprise.  At  the  year  end  6l  Private  dwellings  were  under 
construction  with  6  Council  Dwellings  at  the  Planning  stage,  these  were  commenced 
in  April,  1973° 


The  position  with  regard  to  post-war  housing  at  the  31st  December,  1972 
was  that  a  total  of  2,008  units  of  habitation  had  been  completed  and  occupied, 
15  temporary  and  466  permanent  dwellings  provided  by  the  Council  and  1 ,527 
by  Private  Enterprise.  The  dwellings  built  by  the  Council  are  made  up  as

Sampling 

A  total  of  29  routine  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  various  sections 
of  the  distribution  system  for  bacteriological  examination,  l6  by  the  South 
Norfolk  Water  Board  and  13  By  your  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  result  of 
one  sample  proved  unsatisfactory  this  was  on  a  section  of  new  water 

main  which  was  further  treated  and  tested  before  brought  into  use. 

In  addition  seven  samples  were  taken  from  private  wells  and  bores. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  SEWERAGE 

Sewage  Disposal  Works 

The  works  at  Chapel  Lane  include  screen,  detritus  tanks,  sedimentation 
tanks,  bacteriological  filters,  humus  tanks,  conventional  sludge  drying  beds  and 
storm  water  tanks. 
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The  usual  difficulties  were  experienced  in  the  disposal  of  sludge 
from  the  drying  beds. 

As  mentioned  in  my  previous  reports  the  works  are  overloading  both 
bacteriologically  and  hydraulically  and  parts  are  subject  to  flooding. 

Increased  load  due  to  housing  development  is  making  it  increasingly 
difficult  to  maintain  any  standard  of  effluent. 

Proposed  Enlargement  of  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

and  Construction  of  Relief  Outfall  Sewer 


Work  on  the  above  contract  which  offically  commenced  on  the  l8th  October 
1971  has  continued,  and  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  during  the 
year.  ’ 


At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  main  construction  work  had  been  carried  out 
on  the  inlet  section  sedimentation  tanks,  filter  beds  including  the  installation 
of  the  distribution  humus  tanks,  recirculation  and  Humus  Pumping  station  and 
primary  Sledge  pumping  station,  and  effluent  pumping  station. 

The  main  vork  still  outstanding  was  the  sledge  Processing  installation 
and  the  pumps  and  fitting  and  Electrical  installation  roadways  etc. 

Sewerage  System 

The  foul  sewer  in  station  Road  and  up  to  the  All  was  cleansed  and  a 
considerable  amount  of  silt  and  sludge  was  removed. 

The  section  of  the  sewer  from  a  point  south  of  the  railway  bridge  in 
Silfield  Road  to  the  point  where  this  crosses  the  All  has  a  very  poor  fall 
which  caused  solids  and  silt  to  settle  out  and  reduce  the  capacity  of  the 
sewer.  The  Surveyor  recorded  that  the  Consulting.  Engineers  requested  to 
investigate  and  report  back  with  a  vi ew  to  relaying  this  section. 

The  section  of  the  sewer  passing  accross  the  River  Tiffey  and  into 
the  Lizard  was  also  silted  up  due  to  a  back  fall  on  this  section.  Again 
the  Surveyor  recommended  that  the  Consulting  Engineers  be  requested  'to 
investigate  with  a  view  to  relaying. 

A  length  of  sewer  between  Back  lane  and  Market  Street  through  the  White 
Hart  Public  House  yard  was  relayed  and  re-aligned.  This  section  had  been 
troublesome  for  many  years  as  it  had  a  back  fall  which  caused  conitinual 
blockings,  the  opportunity  was  brought  about  by  Watney  Mann  (East  Anglia)  Ltd., 
carrying  out  re-construction  work  which  included  demolishing  the  out -buildings. 
Several  minor  blockages  occured  and  were  cleared  during  the  year,  including  one 
at  the  rear  of  the  old  Gas  Works. 
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New  Sewers 


Remedial  works  to  the  sewers  on  the  Tithe  Barn  Estate  have  been 
carried  out.  The  sewers  were  tested  and  were  stated  to  be  satisfactory 
except  for  a  small  section  of  the  sev/er  in  Back  Lane  which  was  to  be 
abandoned  and  a  connection  made  to  the  new  relief  sewer. 

Remedial  work  was  also  carried  out  by  the  developers  on  the  Finderne/ 
Ashleigh  Gardens  Estate.  The  majority  of  the  work  being  completed  with  • 
exception  of  the  pumping  station  in  Tuttles  Lane. 

Tithe  Barn  Ditch 


Consideration  was  given  to  the  ditch  taking  surface  water  from  the 
north  of  the  town  which  runs  form  Norwich  Road  between  Tithe  Barn,  the 
Kings  Head  meadow,  Ogden  Close  and  the  new  car  park  as  it  was  proving  to  bo  a 
nuisance  due  to  rubbish,  vegetation  etc.,  and  requests  were  received  from 
several  owner/occupiers  of  houses  at  Orchard  Way  for  the  ditch  to  be  piped, 
because  it  was  dangerous  to  children  and  a  nuisance. 

The  Council  decided  to  carry  out  this  work  and  to  negotiate  with  the 
owners  in  Orchard  Way  concerned,  for  the  purchase  of  the  areas  of  land 
which  they  wished  to  enbrace  in  their  gardens  following  the  piping  and 
filling  in  of  the  ditch. 


The  adjoining  Rural  District  Council  empties  cesspools  when  necessary 
within  the  Uitan  District.  The  Rural  District  Council  charges  £3  per  load. 
Where  no  sewer  is  available  the  Council  has  allowed  one  free  emptying  per 
year  and  in  other  cases  the  full  cost  of  £3  is  recovered  from  the  person 
requiring  this  service. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  18  cu.  yd.  Dual  Tip  Refuse  Collection  vehicle  with  Packer  Plate, 
p  urchased  in  October  1967  lias  given  reasonable  service  for  its  age  during 
the  year.  Thd  above  vehicle  collects  most  of  the  domestic  refuse  within 
the  town  and  some  of  the  trade  refuse. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  a  weekly  back  door  skip  collection 
in  the  town  area  and  a  fortnightly  curtilage  collection  in  the  rural  parte 
of  the  district  being  collected  by  a  Contractor  and  also  the  weekly  collection 
on  the  Lizard  as  the  refuse  vehicle  is  too  large  to  go  under  the  Lizard  Railway 
Bridge.  In  addition,  some  of  the  trade  refuse  was  collected  by  a  Contractor. 

The  collection  areas  were  as  follows 

1 .  Weekly  Coll ection  area  (Direct  Labour) 

Norwich  Road  -  as  far  as  Urban  District  boundary. 

Browick  Road  -  as  far  as  level  crosfing. 

Silfield  Road  -  as  far  as  Coil's  Farm 

London  Road  -  and  including  2  cottages  near  Longfield^  house. 
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Cavick  Road  -  as  far  as  the  Urban  District  boundary . 

To  the  north  of  the  town,  Tuttles  Lane  is  roughly  the  limit  of  collection. 

2.  Weekly  Collection  Area  (Contract) 

The  Lizard  -  number  of  bins  emptied  weekly  -  33 

3°  Fortnightly  Collection  (Contract) 

Spooner  Row,  Suton,  Silfield,  Browick  and  Downham  -  number  of  bins  emptied 
fortnightly  were  approximately  -  37^ 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  it  became  apparent  that  the  work  load 
on  this  service  had  increased  due  to  the  new  houses  being  built  and  a  general 
increase  in  refuse  produced  by  households  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  no 
longer  possible  to  continue  the  service  in  its  present  form  therefore  the 
Council  resolved  that  the  Norfolk  County  Council  be  requested  to  conduct  a  work 
study  of  the  Council's  domestic  refuse  collection  service. 

The  Norfolk  County  Council  work  study  section  made  a  report  to  the  Public 
Health  Committee  on  the  8th  August,  1972  which  set  cut  six  alternative  methods  for 
the  operation  of  the  service  together  with  comparative  basic  Labour  costs  as 
follows 

1o  Back  door  skip  collection  using  excisting  vehicle. 

2.  Back  door  skip  collection  using  new  vehicles  of  larger  capacity. 

3.  Back  do  r  plastic  bag  collection  using  e>isting  vehicle. 

4.  Back  door  plastic  bag  collection  using  new  vehicle. 

5.  Curtilage  collection  using  plastic  bags  with  existing  vehicle. 

6.  Curtilage  collection  using  plastic  bags  and  new  vehicle. 

The  Committee  resolved  to  request  the  Norfolk  County  Council  to  prepare 
a  detailed  report  for  providing  a  bonus  incentive  scheme  and  a  curtilage  collectio: 
for  the  whole  of  the  existing  defined  collecting  area  including  that  at  present 
undertaker,  by  the  Contractor,  with  the  exception  of  the  Lizard,  using  plastic  bags 
with  the  existing  collecting  vehicle. 

It  was  a1 so  resolved  that  the  question  of  the  purchase  of  a  new  collecting 
vehicle  of  30^70  cubic  yards  capacity  be  investigated  in  collaboration  with  the 
other  four  Authorities  comprising  area  7  and  if  found  necessary  an.  order  for 
the  supply  of  the  same  be  placed. 

Due  to  the  complex  nature  of  the  proposed  Refuse  Collection  scheme 
it  was  necessary  to  divide  the.  implantation  into  six  stages,  the  first  stage 
commencing  on  the  2nd  October  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  a  curtilage  plastic 
bag  collection  was  in  operation.  The  propose  bonus  scheme  to  be  implemented  earl; 
in  the  new  year. 

NEW  REFUSE  COLLECTING  VEHICLE 


At  the  meeting  of  the  10th  October  the  Public  Health  Committee  resolved  to 
place  an  order  with  Shelvoke  and  Drewcry  Ltd.,  for  the  supply  of  S.D.  Packamatic 
30  cubic  yards  refuse  collecting  vehicle  in  accordance  with  their  quotation. 
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Pail  closets  within  the  weekly  collection  area  are  emptied  by  an 
adjoining  Rural  District  Council  on  a  contract  basis-  The  number  of 
pail  closets  emptied  weekly  is  now  22. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  trade  refuse  was  collected  and  a 
charge  made  on  the  basis  of  the  Rateable  Value  of  the  premises  concerned. 
As  mentioned  in  my  previous  report  this  service  was  reviewed  and  it  was 
decided  that  this  rate  of  charging  was  not  economic  nor  equitable  and  that 
the  charge  should  relate  to  the  volume  of  refuse  collected.  New  charges 
were  approved  to  be  levied  from  the  1st  April,  1972  at  a  rate  of  5p  per 
bin  or  bin  equivalent  after  allowing  1  bin  to  bo  collected  from  each 
property  free  of  cost. 

Public  Conveniences 


Due  to  the  age  and  difficulty  to  r:laintain  the  existing  Public 
Conveniences  at  the  Market  Cross  it  was  decided  to  build  a  new  Convenience 
block  on  the  town  centre  car  park  and  demolish  the  existing  ones  at  the 
Market  Cross. 

A  scheme  was  accepted  providing  for  4  W.C.'s  and  accommodation  for 
8  urinals  in  the:  male  section  with  6  W.C.'s  in  the  female  section.  The 
needs  of  the  disabled  persons  have  been  taken  into  consideration  when 
designing  the  toilets.  Construction  work  was  commmenced  early  in  1973»

POULTRY  PROCESSING  PREMISES

About  18,200  ducks,  3? 000  turkeys  and  400  chickens  reared  on  the  premises 
are  killed  and  rough  plucked  each  year.  The  percentage  of  birds 
rejected  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  is  approximately  0.1%  and  the 
weight  condemned  as  unfit  amounts  to  approximately  124  lbs.°
